Inquest into jail 
death set for May 

A date has been set for an inquest 
into the death of an American man 
who died at Niagara Detention 
Centre. 

Joseph Charles Dunn, 43, was 
in the custody of Canadian Border 
Services Agency at the Thorold jail 
when he died Sept. 27,2014. 

Dunn had been indicted in Georgia 
earlier that month on charges of 
child cruelty in connection with the 
death of his 20-month-old foster son 
in Locust Grove, south of Atlanta. He 
fled to the Niagara border and filed a 
refugee claim in Canada. 

The inquest will examine events 
surrounding Dunn's death. A jury 
may make recommendations in an 
effort to prevent similar deaths. 

It will begin Monday, May 2, at 
9:30 a.m. at the Welland Courthouse
